The San Mateo County Development 
Board was formally organized at Bur¬ 
lingame last Saturday afternoon at a 
largely attended mass meeting of repre¬ 
sentative citizens of San Mateo county. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Chairman VV. A. Brewer of Hillsbor¬ 
ough. He announced the purpose of 
the meeting would be to perfect a per¬ 
manent county organization. 

A communication was received from 
the California Development Board ask¬ 
ing the San Mateo county board to af¬ 
filiate with that organization and of¬ 
fering co-operation and good wishes. 

Speeches on promotion work were 
made by VV. J. Churchill, secre¬ 
tary of the Mission Improvement As¬ 
sociation of San Francisco; H. H. Mar¬ 
cus, secretary of the Marin County 
Promotian Association, and Carey S. 
Hill, representing the California De¬ 
velopment Board. 

W. C. Sharpstein of Alameda made 
an interesting and educational address 
on the Greater San Francisco move¬ 
ment. 

It was decided that the six muni, 
cipalities of San Mateo county and 
the board of supervisors be represented 
on the board of governors composed of 
fifteen members. 

The following committee was ap¬ 
pointed to no ninateeig.it repre-jnta- 
tives from the county at large to be 
members of the board of governors: 
Chas. N. Kirkbride, D. Bromlield, 


Geo. VV. Lovie, J. M. Custer and E. I. 
Woodman. 

The committee presented the names 
of the following citizens who were 
elected; W. J. Martin, South San 
Francisco; J. M. Custer, San Bruno; 
F. H. Green, Millbrae; S. I). Merk, 
Burlingame; H. N. Royden, San 
Mateo; Asa Hull, San Carlos; H. C. 
Tuchsen, Redwood City; Alvin Hatch, 
Half Moon Bay. 

The other representatives on the 
board of governors so far selected are: 
Wm. H. Brown, of county supervisors; 
F. a. Cunningham, city trustees, 
South San Francisco; Eric Lange, city 
trustees, Burlingame; D. R. Stafford, 
city trustees, Redwood City. 

Professor Alois Winkler and his Pe¬ 
ninsula World’s Fair Band were given 
a vote of thanks for the music furnish¬ 
ed at the meeting. 

The people of Burlingame were also 
thanked for hospitalities. 

It was decided to hold the next gen¬ 
eral meeting at Redwood City, on Sat¬ 
urday, April 22d, at 8 o’clock p. in., at 
which time a constitution and by-laws 
will be adopted.

At the end of the general meeting, 
the board of governors perfected a tem¬ 
porary organization by selecting Eric 
Lange of Burlingame as temporary 
chairman.

The Southern Pacilic Company, 
through its New York banking inter¬ 
ests, Kuhn, Loeb & Co., signed a con¬ 
tract at the Merchants’ Exchange 
building in San Francisco on Friday 
of last week by which they purchased 
all of the electric street railroads in 
San Jose and Santa Clara from Lewis 
F. Hanchett. 

The consideration is said to be 
$4,800,000. 

The New York bankers have pur¬ 
chased these properties in the name 
of the Peninsula Railroad Company. 

It is incorporated to build a system 
of electric lines from San Jose north 
by the way of Menlo Park, Palo Alto, 
and San Mateo into San Francisco. 

It has a fifty year agreement with 
J. Downey Harvey of the Ocean Shore 
Railroad by which it can get to 
Twelfth and Mission streets. So the 
significance of this purchase from 
Hanchett means that the banking 
interests allied with the Southern j 
Pacific people mean to intrench them-1 
selves in an electric railroad way 
from San Jose to San Francisco. 

They find that the suburban traffic 
south along the peninsula from San 
Francisco is so heavy that they have 
to take care of it, in another way. 

They have decided to handle this 
increased traffic through the medium 
of an electric railroad. That was the! 
reason that Edward H. Harriinan i 
finally decided upon the plan of an 
electric railroad system to supplement j 
the steam railroad. He was the man ' 


who authorized the building of the 
suburban system around San Jose by 
the way of Los Gatos and finally 
authorized its building up to Palo Alto. 

The Southern Pacific people have 
| evidently for a long while had plans 
to shut out any sort of competition 
along the peninsula from San Jose to 
San Francisco. Probably their pur¬ 
chase of the Hanchett property was 
prompted by the ambitious designs of 
liie United Properties Company re- 
i cently organized by the Smith people 
of Oakland. 

The Southern Pacific is said to be¬ 
lieve that there will be a Greater San 
F iancisco as a municipal corporation 
organized to take in as far south as 
San Mateo and possibly as far south 
as Palo Alto. It has in view a re- 
rnakable suburban traffic, ll thinks 
this suburban traffic some day will 
equal if not exceed that across to Oak¬ 
land, Alameda and Berkeley. The rail¬ 
road prides itself on the fact that the 
Oakland, Berkeley and Alameda 
traflicconstitutes the largest suburban 
tratlic under one company in the 
woild. It handled last year on this 
line under one company 27,000,000 
passengers. 1 1 is believed that die pro¬ 
gress and the development of the 
peninsula south of San Francisco will 
eventually equal or exee d ha'. -Ao 
ooking inui the numo, tile SoUiuein 
1 aoific has bought the electric lines 
in San Jose to supplement the electric 
lines as far north as Menlo Park ami 
fhe continuation of ihat system toKan 
Mateo and into San Francisco.

Twenty-three bodies have been 
taken from the Banner mine at Little¬ 
ton, Ala., in which an explosion oc¬ 
curred. The work of rescue is pro¬ 
gressing rapidly. It is now believed 
128 men were in the mine, in addition 
to those already taken out. 

One of the most serious mine disas¬ 
ters which has ever visited that sec¬ 
tion of the mining country occurred 
at the little village of Throop, Pa., a 
short distance from Scranton, when 
between fifty and sixty men and boys 
lost their lives. At midnight twenty 
bodies had been taken from the mine 
and arranged in the temporary morgue.

It is no longer possible for children 
not having certificates of vaccination 
to be excluded from school. 

That is the conclusion reached by 
the district attorney’s office in view of 
the new law passed recently by the 
legislature. 

The question of whether or not a 
child may be excluded from the schools 
because of not having a certificate, of 
vaccination was brought to the atten¬ 
tion of the district attorney’s office 
through a complaint made by G. H. 
West that her child had been refused 
the right to attend the Fifty-fourth 
street school because the child had 
not been vaccinated. 

The new law passed by the state 
legislature provides that every child 
attending school must have either a 
certificate of vaccination signed by a 
physician or a signed statement of his 
parent or guardian to the effect that 
the latter is conscientiously opposed to 
vaccination. 

A child with the latter paper may 
attend school except during the time 
of an epidemic, when he will be refus¬ 
ed admittance. 11 is provided, however, 
that in case of epidemics the state 
board of health shall have the power 
to district the schools. All schools ex¬ 
cept those in the district in which the 
epidemic is said to exist, shall be open 
to children without certilicates of vac¬ 
cination. 

“This seems to me to be a common 
sense solution of the problem,” today 
said T. J. Phillips, assistant county 
superintendent of schools. “Those 
children who live in healthful com¬ 
munities do not, if their parents object, 
have to have certificates of vaccination 
to attend school, and this, of course, 
will please many parents. Another 
thing about this new bill that I like is 
the fact that it puts the matter of vac¬ 
cination where it belongs—up to the 
state board of health. That body is re¬ 
quired to keep records of all children 
who have certificates of vaccination 
and all of those who have not. — Los 
Angeles Express.

Americans Struck by Bullets on 
American Territory 

During a battle which lasted ail aft¬ 
ernoon and resulted in the capturing 
of Agua Prieta^Mexico, by rebels com¬ 
manded by “Red” Lopez, American 
troops crossed the border and stopped 
the fighting. The action was taken 
after one man had been killed and 
seven wounded in Douglas and the 
continued firing was endangering the 
lives of Americans on United States 
territory. 

Following are the American dead and 
injured: 

Dead—Robert Harrington, J. C. Ed¬ 
wards. 

The injured—Mr. Dike; E. W. Crow, 
will probably die; A. R. Dickens, shot 
through thigh, condition serious; For¬ 
est Rutherford, shot in foot; Carlos 
Lennon, shot in leg; Genevieve Cole, 
shot through arm; W. Singleton, flesh 
wound in arm. 

Lopez Captures Train. 

Lopez captured the Nacozari train 
on its southbound trip and held it near 
Fronteras, when, with his troops 
aboard, numbering 150, it steamed back 
ta Agua Prieta. Scarcely had the 
rebels detrained when the firing began. 

The rebels deployed their firing line 
up and down the Nacozari railroad 
tracks from the Agua Prieta station to 
the American custom-house. With the

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American troops, their guns and am¬ 
munition to be given up to the rebels, 
and the prisoners to be conducted 
across the line under escort of Amer¬ 
ican cavalry. 

Lopez arrived a few minutes before 
this suggestion, the forces being not 
a hundred feet apart, and still shouting 
occasionally, and he agreed to this 
measure. 

Lieutenant Moore escorted the fed- 
erals, who had feared slaughter if they 
surrendered, to the American line. 
Their guns, numbering twenty-three, 
with bayonets and forty belts of car¬ 
tridges, were turned over to Lopez. 

The federal troops were conducted, 
under guard, to the American cavalry 
headquarters, where they are held 
awaiting instructions.

opening of the battle began a mad 
rush of Americans from Douglas toward 
the international line, the greater num¬ 
ber massing at the custom-house. The 
rebels, with little rushes, their backs 
bent to protect them from the fire, 
kept moving northward toward the 
custom-house till they were within itis 
shadows. 

Americans Face Bullets. 

The rebels swung up along the in¬ 
ternational line, taking possession of 
the Mexican guardhouse, which they 
had made their ammunition magazine, 
A group of fifteen fought from this 
shelter with Lopez commanding. This 
house is only seventy feet from the 
line, which was toed by thousands of 
Americans, and the bullets spattered 
in the dirt with vicious smacks. As 
the rebels swung around to this flank 
it brought the federal fire from Agua 
Prieta directly in line with the Ameri¬ 
can custom-house. Telephone poles 
were spattered, shots dug up sand on 
all sides, but the sightseers, mad with ! 
the enthusiasm of the fight, stood their 
ground. 

Rebels Dash to Line. 

With another rush a squad of rebels 
dashed up to the boundary line, taking 
possession of a second guardhouse by 
the international monument, where 
they hoisted their red, white and green 
flag as they had done at the magazine. 
The rebels then became bolder and de¬ 
ployed in the open between the Mex¬ 
ican town and Douglas. Bullets scat- 1 
tered the American sightseers, lost in 
a jumble of automobiles, horses and 
buggies. 

Captain Gaujot and Charles McKean, 
a civilian, rode across the line and en¬ 
tered the firing line in the streets of 
Auga Prieta. The rebels charged from 
the west. The captain had been in¬ 
structed by the two Mexican captains 
to order the garrison to surrender. 

Captain Gaujot suggested that the 
federal garrison, many of whom were 
wounded, surrender themselves to the 


William Keith, whose fame as a land¬ 
scape painter was not limited to tho 
country of his residence, died on 
Thursday at his home in Berkeley.

Working on the tentative plan for 
the holding of a Santa Clara county 
fair at San Jose the week preceding 
the State Fair at Sacramento, com¬ 
mittees from the Santa Clara County 
Fair Association have been offered the J 
free use of the San Jose Driving Park 
for the event by Ray Meade, manager 
of the park The site offers ample 
room for permanent and temporary 
buildings, and has adjoining one of the 
finest race tracks in the State. 

The miners of California are endeav¬ 
oring to induce the American Associa¬ 
tion of State Geologists to meet in San 
Francisco in 1915, during the Panama- 
Pacific Exposition. State Mineralogist 
Lewis E. Aubury, in behalf of the 
miners of California, has extended an 
invitation to the Association of Geolo¬ 
gists, which will be presented to the 
association at its annual convention 
to be held in Washington, D. C., April 
18th. Aubury, on behalf of the mining 
interests of California, assures the 
State geologists a most cordial recep¬ 
tion by the miners of California and a 
pleasant and beneficial meeting. 

A benefit entertainment to assist 
the Children’s Day Nursery will be 
held in the High School building, Ber¬ 
keley, on April 20th, a special pro¬ 
gram of entertainment being planned, 
in which prominent Oakland and Ber 
kelev vocalists will take part.

TROOPS QUELL WINE 
RIOTSJN FRANCE 

Champagne Destroyed and Fire 
Set to Buildings 

Owing partly to the vigilance of 15,- 
000 troops and partly to the vote of 
the Chamber of Deputies nullifying 
the action of the Senate with refer¬ 
ence to the delhnination of the cham¬ 
pagne district, comparative calm now 
nrevails in the Department of Marne. 
France. 

The fury of the wine makers has 
subsided as sudddenly as it rose. Mani- 
lestants now are offering no resist¬ 
ance to the troops. The last band of 
marauders from Rilly-la-Montaguc, 
which was marching in the direction 
of Rheims, was interrupted and brok¬ 
en up by the soldiers before any dam¬ 
age was done. 

Leaders in the movement issued a 
manifesto to their adherents to await 
the deliberation of the Council of State, 
to which Premier Monis decided to 
refer the question. The affirm that 
the incendiarism and pillaging, which 
i they deplore, was the work of foreign 
elements. 

Rioting Was Renewed. 

Despite the fact that the Depart¬ 
ment oi Marne is a vast armed camp, 
with infantrymen and dragoons bivou¬ 
acked throughout the night at almost 
every village in the champagne dis¬ 
trict, rioting broke out anew, and 
the flames of anger and vengeance 
swept the grape-growing region. 

At Viney the rioters hastily threw up 
barriers with barrels, cases and debris 
of all sorts, and succeeded in holding 
back the advancing troops while an¬ 
other group of manifestants, armed ! 
with torches, entered the vast chain-' 
pagne depot. 

The mob smashed all the bottles of 
champagne they could find, broke the 
wine presses and then set fire to the 
buildings. 

Women were foremost in the work of 
destruction, chanting snatches of revo¬ 
lutionary airs and urging on the men. 
When the troops reached Vinay the 
women lay down on the roads and de- j 
fif'd the cavalry to ride over them. I 
Eventually the troops succeeded in 
getting control of the situation and 
dispersed the manifestants.

ARREST IN THE

Soldier With Personal Effects 
of Dead Man 
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Acting under the authority of the 
Nevada State convict labor law passed 
during the last session of the Legis¬ 
lature, the Washoe County Commis¬ 
sioners have asked Governor Tasker 
L. Oddis and Ray Baker, warden of 
the penitentiary, to supply, as a start¬ 
er, fifty convicts to work on the public 
highway now being constructed be¬ 
tween Reno and Tahoe lake and Reno 
and Carson. 

The House of Representatives, by a 
vote of 296 to 16, passed the Rucker 
resolution proposing a Constitutional 
Amendment for the direct election of 
United States Senators. This is the 
first of the Democratic program meas¬ 
ures passed by the House. It went 
through without modification and with 
a speed that brought protest from the 
Republicans. The resolution, as the 
House appri ( it, is in the form of 
the Borah resolution reported out of 
the Senate Judiciary Comittee in the 
closing days of the last Congress. 

An American oil ship with 130,000 
cases of petroleum arrived at Chin- 
nampo, Korea, lately. This is hailed 1 
as the opening of direct trade between 
the United States and Korea. 

American gunners have once more 
demonstrated their efficiency in hand-! 
ling the guns of the big battleships. 
The first reports of the battle practice 
held a week ago by the Atlantic, Pa¬ 
cific and Asiatic fleets have been re¬ 
ceived by the Navy Department, and 
the results indicate a remarkable im¬ 
provement in skill.

A mystery deeper than ever now 
surrounds the death of Guy M. Lands 
burg, the young real estate agent of 
Alameda, Cal., whose body was found 
in the bay after his disappearance of 
two weeks under circumstances that 
led to the belief that he had met with 
foul play. 

The climax in the case came when 
Detective Arthur McQuaide, Lieuten¬ 
ant of Police Murphy and Patrolman 
James Casey visited the Presidio res¬ 
ervation and arrested Edward Evans, 
a private in the Fifty-seventh Com¬ 
pany of the United States Coast Artil¬ 
lery. and held him in custody pending 
an investigation of the circumstances 
which connect him with Landsburg 
through the possession of personal 
property belonging to the latter. 

With the finding of young Lands- 
burg's body ajid the discovery that the 
jewelry which he wore on his person 
was missing, the police have been pro¬ 
ceeding on the theory that it was no 
accident that caused the young man to 
fall into the bay after he had visited 
the resorts of the Barbary Coast. 
Every thing pointed to the fact that he 
had been robbed and made away with, 

Police Followed Clews. 

Proceeding on this theory, the police 
followed up the clews as they found 
them and rounded up Evans as the 
man who had had in his possession a 
pair of gold link sleeve buttons and a 
tountain pen that had belonged to 
Landsburg and as the man who was 
the last to see him before he disap¬ 
peared completely. 

The police got on the trail of Evans 
through learning that he had visited 
the saloon of Ike Barends at 2800 
Greenwich street and there obtained 
some money on a pair of sleeve but¬ 
tons and a fountain pen and afterward 
redeeming them and cautioning the 
saloon man to “keep his mouth shut 
about the transaction.” 

Evans is a sandy-complexioned man 
of about 26 years of age, and when 
taken into custody became very ner¬ 
vous, and admitted that he had in hia 
possession the articles that are al¬ 
leged to have been the property of 
Landsburg. 


SECRET TREATY DENIED 


Mexico Also Denies Story of Secret 
Treaty With Japan. 

“Just another lie that cannot do 
any harm.” 

In these words Minister of Foreign 
Affairs de la Barra characterized the 
story published in New York that Em¬ 
bassador Wilson had carried to Wash¬ 
ington a photographic copy of a secret 
treaty between Japan and Mexico. 

At the American Embassy all knowl¬ 
edge of any such alleged treaty was 
denied. 

“Japan and Mexico are good friends.” 
said Minister de la Barra, “but they 
are not considering a treaty against, 
the interests of the United States or 
of having an alliance for war pur¬ 
poses.” 


General Strike in Lima. 

A general strike of workingmen In 
Lima, Peru, has begun in sympathy 
with the employes of a factory who 
are out as the result of a dispute with 
the management. The authorities 
promptly ordered all the saloons of 
the city closed and the usual police 
on the streets have been re-enforced. 


Spanish Deputies Are Non-committal. 

The Spanish Chamber of Deputies, 
after a debate lasting from 3:30 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon until midnight, re¬ 
jected, by a vote of 129 to 23, a Repub 
lican motion demanding that the gov¬ 
ernment introduce a bill modifying the 
code of military justice and abrogat- i 
ing the law of jurisdiction. The pro¬ 
tracted debate on the Ferrer case thus 
ended as anticipated, in a non-com 
mittal verdict. 


Burned to Death at Festival. 

.Two hundred men, women and chil¬ 
dren were burned to death at Bombay, 
India, in a fire which destroyed a 1 
thatched structure in which they had 
gathered for a festival. 


W. L. Murdoch, the once famous 
cricketer, is dead at the age of 55 
years. He died of apoplexy at Sydney, 
Australia. Murdoch was regarded for 
many years as the champion batsman 
of Australia. He ran up some wonder¬ 
ful scores in the ’80s. Murdoch cap¬ 
tained the Australian eleven when 
they defeated the pick of England by 
seven runs at Kensington oval, in a 
contest that for strenuous effort and 
sustained excitement has never been 
surpassed in the annals of the game. 

Packey McFarland had things all his 
own way in his battle with Maurice 
Bloom, the Chicago Ghetto boy who 
has been coming to the front recently, 
and the battle ended in the eighth 
round when Bloom was knocked out 
after having been against the ropes 
Or down la nearly every round.
